AND ADDING POLICY AND RESOURCE ANALYSIS FOR IG/ARA 
CONSIDERATION. 

3. DUE DATES. POSTS ARE REQUESTED TO TRANSMIT THEIR 
CONTRIBUTIONS TO WASHINGTON BY MAY 15. 

4. CONTENTS. THE FOLLOWING SPECIFIC QUESTIONS SHOULD BE 
ADDRESSED. 

(1) ECONOMIC. TO WHAT EXTENT WILL COORDINATION OF 
ECONOMIC POLICIES BY COMMONWEALTH CARIBBEAN COUNTRIES

PRODUCTS AND BAUXITE)? HOW WILL CARICOM-EEC RELATION-
